From Luton terrace 


to 


Islamic 


State

A FAMILY of 12 reported to have left 
the UK and travelled to Syria last 
week are said to have gone to join the 
Islamic State, according to a state¬ 
ment made on their behalf yesterday. 

Allegedly released by a member of 
ISIS, it claimed the family ‘felt safer 
than we have ever before’ and were 
not forced to join the group. 

Community leader Ashuk Ahmed 
said there was ‘concern’ over the dis¬ 
appearance of the family who failed to 
return from a holiday to Bangladesh 
in April. 

The group, which includes a one- 
year-old child, flew out to Bangladesh 
via Turkey on April 10 and were due 
back on May 14. Bedfordshire Police 
said officers had initially stopped 
them from leaving the day before and 
had questioned someone in the party 
at the time. 

Their home in Spencer Road was 
also searched but the force said noth¬ 
ing was found to suggest they intend¬ 
ed to go to Syria. 

Mr Ahmed said: “Obviously as a 
community we are shocked and are 
concerned about the safety of the chil¬ 
dren and the vulnerable adults: one is 
frail and the mother has cancer. 

“We are as a community worried and 
we pray for their safe return.” 

Mr Ahmed also said their disappear¬ 
ance had mystified locals as the sons 
ran a successful plumbing and electri¬ 
cal business. 

He added: “They bought new vans 
and they kitted them out with signs,

which is why I find it very difficult to 
understand why they would go on a 
trip like this.” 

Bedfordshire Police said it is aware 
of suggestions the family were in Syria 
but added that it could not confirm 
the reports. 

The revelation comes at the same as 
two other Luton sisters are believed to 
have been stopped from flying out of 
the country. The pair are said to have 


been stopped at the airport with the 
younger one having her passport con¬ 
fiscated. A source close to the girls 
told this newspaper detectives also 
searched their home in Luton. 

Bedfordshire Police said they were 
‘unable to comment while there is an 
on-going investigation’.

Former 
fireman 
dies in 
collision 

TRIBUTES left for an 
83-year-old man who died in 
a collision have described 
him as a ‘true gentleman’. 

Ex-fireman Frederick 
Lander died at the scene 
after his car hit a wall on 
Monday in Edward Street, 
Dunstable, around noon. 

He worked for the county’s 
fire service from 1952-1982 
and was awarded the long 
service and good conduct 
medal in 1972. 

Tributes were left on 
Facebook as the news of his 
death was shared online. 

One neighbour, Jean Bruce, 
said she had known him 
since she was five and had 
lived opposite him for 14 
years. 

She wrote: ‘True gentle¬ 
man. Ex-fireman, so went 
through a career like that 
and was safe. Always think¬ 
ing of others. He potted 
some hyacinths up for me in 
spring when I called in to 
see him. 

‘Terribly sad.x’ 

Bedfordshire Police have 
appealed for witnesses to 
the collision. 

They have also issued an 
appeal for a separate inci¬ 
dent in which a couple had 
money stolen from them by 
two women. 

It happened minutes before 
the collision and the couple 
is believed to have been Mr 
Lander and his wife.

£3.6m policing cost 
of far right protests 



POLICE PRESENCE: Marshalling Saturday’s Britain First March in Luton 
last Saturday cost the force £320,000

POLICING marches by far right 
groups in Luton have cost a 
total of £3.6m pounds in the 
last five years. 

The most recent protest was 
last Saturday’s Britain First 
march, which cost Bedfordshire 
Police £320,000, equivalent to 
the average annual wage of 10 
police officers. 

Only 250 Britain First sup¬ 
porters and counter-demon¬ 
strators attended the event, but 
it caused widespread disrup¬ 
tion and also affected business¬ 
es. 

Malu Lusadisu, owner of 
the six-month-old Ruby’s 
Restaurant on Guildford Street, 
said he lost £1,000 after two 
birthday and two lunch book¬ 
ings were cancelled. 

He said: “We tried to move the 
parties to the day after but the 
customers said no and they 
were scared to come out.” 

Chris Planter, owner of Storm 
Salon, also on Guildford Street, 
said he lost £250 and closed 
early because of the march. 

In the past the cost of policing 
previous protests has been 
reimbursed, but it is expected 
that future operations will be 
funded by Bedfordshire tax¬ 
payers alone. 

Police and Crime Comm¬ 


issioner Oily Martins has 
written an appeal to Home 
Secretary Theresa May, in 
which he said: “Bedfordshire 
Police is arguably the worst 
funded force in the country 
when taking account of the 
level of serious acquisitive 
crime, serious organised crime 


and the terror threat faced. 

“It cannot therefore be right, 
in this time of austerity and 
police funding reductions, that 
a small force such as 
Bedfordshire and its local tax¬ 
payers must bear the burden of 
these extremist demonstra¬ 
tions.” 


Six investigated 
following man’s 
death in custody 

A MEETING by Luton’s justice groups 
has been called for tomorrow to discuss 
the next course of action following the 
death of Istiak Yusuf in a police cell last 
month. 

This comes after it was announced on 
Thursday that six officers were under 
investigation. Luton 4 Justice had previ¬ 
ously called for an investigation into 
practices at Luton Police Station. 

Mr Yusuf, 25, died on June 13 after he 
became unresponsive in a cell at Luton 
Police Station and attempts to revive 
him were unsuccessful. He had been 
arrested by Bedfordshire Police officers 
on suspicion of domestic violence at an 
address in Purley Centre, Luton at 
8.47am that day and taken into custody. 

Associate Commissioner from the 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commision (IPCC), Guido Liguori, said: 
“Since Mr Yusuf’s death we have met 
with Mr Yusuf’s wife and family several 
times to update them on the progress of 
our investigation. 

“Our investigation is focussing on the 
adequacy of searches conducted when 
Mr Yusuf was arrested and later booked 
into custody. We have served miscon¬ 
duct notices on three Bedfordshire 
Police constables and two sergeants to 
inform them that they are being investi¬ 
gated in respect of the searches.” 

“A custody detention officer is also 
being investigated in respect of a check 
conducted on Mr Yusuf during his time 
in custody, and who has been served 
with a gross misconduct notice.” 

Bedfordshire Police Assistant Chief 
Constable Mike Colbourne said: “It is 
right that an open and transparent 
investigation takes place to establish the 
circumstances. We would like to express 
our deepest sympathies to Mr Yusuf’s 
family and friends.”

KILLER LOSES SENTENCE APPEAL 

A ‘DANGEROUS and wicked’ 
killer, who has already won a 
cut in his jail term, has been 
refused an even bigger reduc¬ 
tion by top judges. The Court of 
Appeal slashed 20-year Waqar 
Younis’s minimum sentence 
from 28 to 25 years in January. 
The thug, of Queens Close, 
Luton, brutally stabbed 
19-year-old Micah Urquhart in 
a revenge attack. 


PHONE DRIVERS: THINK TWICE 

MOTORISTS using their mobile 
phones while driving will be the 
target of a month-long THINK! 
campaign which started this 
week. Throughout July, the 
Bedfordshire, Cambridgeshire 
and Hertfordshire Road 
Policing Unit will be out look¬ 
ing for motorists breaking the 
law, as in 2014, more than 6,425 
people were issued with tickets 
- 989 in Bedfordshire. 


7/7 BOMBINGS REMEMBERED 

MEMBERS of the Muslim and 
Christian communities will 
gather in the town centre on 
Tuesday to commemorate the 
7/7 bombings. The groups will 
meet at St George’s Square at 
5.30pm and march up to Market 
Hill. The event, in conjunction 
with Luton in Harmony, is to 
make a positive statement of 
different communites in Luton 
marching as one.

Pellet gun menace in 
threat to cats and kids

have expressed concerns about 
a spate of pellet gun shootings. 

The incidents are said to have taken 
place around the Anmer Gardens and 
St Dominic’s Square areas, including 
one where a cat was shot and had to 
be taken to the vet. Fortunately it did 
not result in a serious injury. 

According to the pet’s owner, the 
incident happened at around 8pm on 
Monday and is one of several such 
shootings to have been reported on 
the ‘Spotted: Lewsey Farm’ Facebook 
page by people living in the ward in 
the last month. 


On each occasion animals and 
sometimes even people have been 
targeted with pellet guns, according 
to the posts. 

The cat’s owner, who asked to 
remain anonymous, added: 
“Thankfully the cat is doing OK now 
and luckily he escaped with a not too 
serious injury. However, if the person 
who did this to him is reading, I hope 
they understand how serious this 
could have been. 

“I hope you realise what an awful 
person you are and shooting at 
defenceless animals isn’t harmless 
fun.” 

There have also been reports of 
children being shot with pellet guns 
in the St. Dominic’s Square area 


earlier this month. Bedfordshire 
Police say they have received no 
reports of shootings, but are keen to 
hear from anybody who may have any 
information and urge people to come 
forward. 

A spokeswoman for Bedfordshire 
Police said: “We would encourage 
anyone who such sees cruelty to 
animals or whose pet is victim of 
abuse to report it to the police. 

“We take all allegations seriously 
and we will not tolerate such callous 
and sickening acts.” 

If you are found guilty of deliber¬ 
ately trying to injure or kill an animal 
you can face a fine, a possible prison 
sentence and a ban from keeping 
animals.

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Dad’s justice fight 
after death of son

A FATHER is ‘fighting for 
justice' after being told nei¬ 
ther of two original suspects 
can be prosecuted for killing 
his 20-month-old son. 

Nicholas Harry, 30, a 
Houghton Regis chef, lost his 
son Sam when he died on 24 
April in 2013 after suffering a 
serious head injury earlier 
while in the care of his ex¬ 
partner Deanna Buffham, 28, 
and her then boyfriend Ryan 
Bate, 23. 

Both were arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of his murder in April 
2013 by Bedfordshire Police 
but were then released with¬ 
out charge. 

Mr Harry appealed to the 
CPS but he has been told 
prosecutors cannot prove 
who caused the injuries which 
led to Sam suffering serious 
brain damage. 

During a High Court hearing 
in December 2013 over the 
custody of another child Ms 
Buffham and Mr Bate had 
together, Mr Justice Keehan 
said both had given ‘incon¬ 
sistent’ and ‘unreliable’ 
accounts of how Sam’s 
injuries came about. 

Mr Harry said: “They are 
free to run around and work 
anywhere without restric¬ 
tions and that’s unacceptable. 


The police do not know who it 
was. My son hit a surface with 
the force of a 60mph car crash 
and that does not just happen 
from falling off a chair.” 

Mr Harry said he has not 
stopped campaigning for Sam 
as it was his ‘natural reaction’. 
He hopes future advances in 
medical science will help 
investigators when the case is 
reviewed. 

He added: “Until something 
happens and someone pays 


the price for it, there’s no way 
for me to fully recover, it’s not 
possible.” 

A Bedfordshire Police 
spokeswoman said: “No 
murder investigation is ever 
closed, each is subject to 
regular reviews, including 
this one. 

“If information becomes 
available that enables us to 
put an offender or offenders 
before court, we will always 
do so.”

A COUNCILLOR has said travellers parking 
illegally is a problem which needs to be tack¬ 
led across Luton after a group set up camp in 
two different areas of the town this week.

Help for those who care 

MANY of your readers may have lost a loved 
one or cared for someone living with a 
terminal illness.

1. Make certain that ah medical and nurs¬ 
ing staff know how to contact palliative care 
teams 

2. Ensure that information on palliative 
care is widely available 

3. Increase access to palliative care for ah 
those who could benefit. This includes peo¬ 
ple with ah terminal illnesses, as well as 
people with multiple sclerosis, Parkinson’s 
disease and strokes.

Blogger tells off PM 
over cuts to college

STUDENTS face having their 
courses cut after only one 
year due to a reduction in 
government funding. 

A student at Central 
Bedfordshire College has said 
he and others have been told 
to contact their career advis¬ 
ers to discuss their options 
and the possibility of attend¬ 
ing other colleges. 

Rowan Tyler, 17, a perform¬ 
ing arts student, said students 
were ‘angry’ over the cuts to 
staff and courses. 

He said: “I’ve just finished 
my first year. I believe it’s get¬ 
ting cut now and I would say 
there are about 30 people on 
the course. 

“They told us to contact the 
careers people about it to see 
what we can do about going 
on other courses. 

“There was no warning 
about this when we started at 
the college.” 

The news follows an open 
letter written to the Prime 
Minister David Cameron by a 
former Central Bedfordshire 
student Georgie Coan, 21, 
who left the college in 2013 
and now works as a digital

marketing apprentice. 

The letter, which has been 
featured on the Huffington 
Post UK website, said govern¬ 
ments cuts to the further edu¬ 
cation budget would ‘take 
away the options for young 
people’ and make the arts a 
‘more elite’ sector. 

Ms Coan said: “I’ve spoken 
to people who are on the 
courses or signed up to one of 
the courses and they have 
been told that they might not 
be able to finish. 


“I just think it’s really unfair. 
As I said in my article, not 
everyone is academic. At 
school I wasn’t academic and 
that course gave me some¬ 
thing to believe in and made 
me believe in myself. 

“Because they are cutting 
these courses, these young 
people are not going to be 
able to experience that and I 
think it’s unfair to put people 
in a box and say that you have 
to do this or do that. 

“I believe in the future it will 
affect the industry because 
you are not going to get young 
blood and what young people 
want is an answer as to why 
it’s happening and what’s 
going to be done about it.” 

A Central Bedfordshire 
College spokesman said the 
consultation process on 
‘potential redundancies’ 
would end on July 17. 

However Andrew Selous, 
MP for South West Beds, said 
part of the college’s funding 
reduction was due to a dip in 
student attendance which 
has now increased. 

He has asked the Minister 
for Skills, Nick Boles, to 
reconsider the level of fund¬ 
ing allocated to Central 
Bedfordshire.

classified_ 
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Dad on trial accused 
of baby’s brain death

A FATHER is standing trial accused of killing 
his nine-week-old daughter after it is alleged 
he shook her so hard it damaged her brain 
beyond repair, a court has heard. 

Adam Stokes, 33, from Green Close, Luton, is 
on trial for the manslaughter of his baby 
daughter Scarlett Stokes-Craig but denies 
causing the injuries which led to her death. 

At Luton Crown Court this week, the prose¬ 
cution alleged that the 33-year-old killed his 
baby daughter by shaking her with ‘excessive 
force’ which caused brain injuries. 

The court heard how paramedics found her 
to be ‘pale, unresponsive, blue, floppy, warm 
to the touch and in cardiac arrest’. She was 
immediately taken to Luton and Dunstable 
Hospital before being transferred to Great 
Ormond Street. 

Paediatric consultant, Doctor Quen Mok 
was part of the team at Great Ormond Street 
treating Scarlett, who had ‘collapsed’ at her 
Luton home having gone into cardiac arrest. 

Despite being put into an induced coma to 
ensure a good supply of blood and oxygen 
reached the brain, Scarlett died at the hospi¬ 
tal in January 2013, 10 days after she was 
brought in. On January 24 she was taken off 
the ventilator and was certified dead that 
evening at 6pm. 

The prosecution’s case is that baby Scarlett 
was being fed by her father at the time she col¬ 
lapsed and the bleed to her brain that led to 
her death had been caused by shaking. 

The trial continues. 


Right up your street 

Renamed road 
has grave and 
secret history 

THIS week, Howard Chandler looks at how 
cemeteries influenced our streets... 



We have many reasons to thank our Victorian 
ancestors. One of the less glamorous things 
they did was solve the problem of overcrowded, 
unsanitary cemeteries. 

In 1854 a new cemetery was built right on the 
South-western outskirts of Luton on the slopes 
of Buxton Hill. The lane leading had the strik¬ 
ingly appropriate name; ‘Cemetery Road’. 

However, by 1871 houses had been built on 
this road and the residents were not keen on 
the name. They successfully applied to have the 
named changed to Rothesay Road. 

The land for the cemetery was acquired from 
the trustees of the Bute family, owners of Luton 
Hoo for over 80 years. Rothesay is the principal 
town on the Isle of Bute. 

It contains 102 war graves, 58 of those from 
the First World War, and the graves of many 
well-known Lutonians, including hat manufac¬ 
turers and former mayors.

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Car thefts due to 
market demand

DEMAND for stolen car parts 
is fuelling the theft and dam¬ 
aging of Vauxhall vehicles, 
police have said. 

Bedfordshire Police has 
launched a crack down after 
recording an increase in the 
number of Vauxhall cars sto¬ 
len in Bedfordshire in the 
first six months of the year. 

There were 124 thefts 
between January-June 21 this 
year, compared with 115 
thefts in the same period last 
year. 


However, the number of 
parts stolen from Vauxhall 
vehicles has fallen from 540 
in the same period last year to 
335 so far this year. 

One garage in Luton said it 
came across owners with 
modified and performance 
Vauxhall vehicles who had 
been affected. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Ian Middleton said: “The 
offences are only being com¬ 
mitted because there is a 
market for the stolen parts. 

“We have seen a rise in the 
theft of bumpers, seats and 


bonnets from Vauxhalls, as 
well as some incidents in 
which an entire car has been 
stolen from driveways and 
later found stripped of parts. 

“Vauxhall vehicles are par¬ 
ticularly popular in 
Bedfordshire due to the long¬ 
standing connection of the 
company with the local area. 

“We suspect that the preva¬ 
lence of the vehicles, coupled 
with the fact that even higher 
specification models are not 
routinely fitted with audible 
alarms, makes them a target 
for these crimes.” 


Inquest adjourned over lack of hospital report 



AN inquest into a Dunstable 
man who died on a rail 
track in Leighton Buzzard 
has been adjourned due to a 
lack of information sur¬ 
rounding his death. 

Ampthill Coroner’s Court 
heard this week that 
Innocent Phillip Rusenza, 
20, pictured, died on 
February 7 this year, 12 
hours after being released 
from the Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital. 


Proceedings were 
adjourned due to a lack of 
representation from the 
hospital. 

Senior Coroner Tom 
Osborne said: “I would not 
be able to hold a full 
inquiry into the death of Mr 
Rusenza without a report 
from the hospital as to why 
he was released from the 
ward after only four hours.” 

The inquest is expected to 
resume in September.

In the aftermath 
of the Britain First 
march on Saturday, 
NICK SMITH looks 
at the fall of the far 
right in Luton and 
how its people have 
become sick of their 
town being used as 
a base for their war 
of words

WHEN Paul Golding, leader 
of Britain First asked his sup¬ 
porters from Luton at last 
Saturday’s march to make 
themselves known, you 
could count the number on 
one hand. 

There has been a definite 
shift in the town in recent 
years which has seen dwin¬ 
dling numbers of people 
from Luton itself turn out to 
protests by far right groups. 

On Saturday, the total 
number of Britain First sup¬ 
porters and counter protest¬ 
ers numbered 250. 


In February 2011 more than 
3,000 English Defence 
League (EDL) supporters 
attended the group’s self- 
titled homecoming march, 
given the EDL’s connection 
to the town, having started 
at Kenilworth Road. 

A large number will have 
made a short trip, possibly 
even walked to the meeting 
point, ahead of the march. 

As we saw on Saturday, 
with only a scattering, no 
more than five Lutonians 
among the Britain First 
ranks - at least those happy 


to identify themselves - the 
people of Luton seem to be 
losing their connection to 
the cause. 

Of course the groups have a 
legal right to protest, but 
Luton has been targetted by 
a number of far right groups 
and judging by the reaction 
on Saturday people are get¬ 
ting sick of it. 

Quite simply, Luton doesn’t 
want these marches any 
more. 

Dawood Masood, CEO of 
the Quba Trust, an interfaith 
group, said: “It seems like

every six months we’re hav¬ 
ing meetings about what to 
do with groups like these. 

“First with the EDL and 
now Britain First, both of 
whom specifically target 
Luton. They in no way rep¬ 
resent the town and events 
like this cost an awful lot of 
money for our already 
threadbare police force. 

“The only solution I can 
see is a ban, or else these 
marches, which damage the 
town and its community, 
will just keep happening.” 


This was one of the rea¬ 
sons an emergency meeting 
was called last Wednesday, 
with representatives from a 
wide range of the town’s 
communities, Luton 
Borough Council and 
Bedfordshire Police all in 
attendance. 

Speaking to people out¬ 
side of the meeting there 
was an overwhelming feel¬ 
ing of anger and disap¬ 
pointment that once again, 
a march hosted by a far 


right group was going ahead 
on the streets of Luton. 

Council leader Hazel 
Simmons even went as far 
as to call the marchers 
‘unwelcome visitors.’ 

These are not attacks on 
free speech, but simply 
frustration at Luton con¬ 
stantly being used as a bat¬ 
tleground for the far right’s 
war of words. 

The overwhelming feeling 
from the town’s people to 
far right groups seems to be 
‘Leave Luton alone’.

THIS month Stockwood Park will 
be buzzing with excitement for its 
Bee and Honey Day. 

Busy bees of all descriptions 
should be attracted as the 
Bedfordshire Beekeepers Asso¬ 
ciation (BBA) flies into town. 

There will be lots of honey (and 
honey tasting, live demonstrations 
and advice on how to get involved 
with an insect which contributes 
£500 million to the UK economy 
through pollination. 

Mike Niemann, the event organ¬ 
iser, said the honey bee yard at 
Stockwood has ‘a few hundred 
thousand’ bees flying at this time 
of the year, with a colony able to 
hold as much as 60,000 at a time. 

He said: “I have been a beekeeper 
for over 30 years. I did a bit way 
back at school and I suppose that 
sparked an interest. 

“There used to be a beekeeper 
who kept them in the farm where I 
lived. When the farmer died I got 
into it. Being a country lad, I sup¬ 
pose that’s where the interest 
comes in.” 

The association, which has been 


going for more than 90 years, has 
around 400 members across the 
county, most of whom keep bees. 

It has held several events such as 
these in the past and there has 
always been a healthy interest in 
the subject. 

Mike said: “We will have a group 
of Bedfordshire beekeepers turn up 
there with an observation hive and 
talk to people who are interested, 


and just talking about the aspects 
of beekeeping.” 

“From the previous events we 
have done, people have been inter¬ 
ested in joining but we do not beat 
about the bush, we tell people that 
it’s not for everyone. But there are 
the hardy souls who come along 
and stay with us.” 

Colin Hall, chairman of the BBA, 
added: “Most of the public are sup¬ 


portive of beekeepers - they don’t 
want to be beekeepers - but they 
support them and the pollination 
of crops. 

“The value of pollination is about 
£500 million a year in this country. 
It’s valuable for agricultural crops.”

Alfa Romeo’s anniversary 
marked with new Giulia

The all-new Alfa Romeo Giulia 
has been unveiled to the interna¬ 
tional media on the 105th anni¬ 
versary of the founding of 
A.L.F.A. (Anonima Lombarda 
Fabbrica Automobili) at a special 
event in the newly-refurbished 
Alfa Romeo Museum - “La mac- 
china del tempo” - in Arese, Italy, 
in the presence of some of the 
most significant cars in automo¬ 
tive history. 

Developed by a Skunkworks of 
the best engineers, designers and 
stylists within FCA, the new 
Giulia embodies the core ele¬

tronically-controlled cylinder 
deactivation system. 

In short, the Alfa Romeo Giulia 
can be summed up by the Italian 
term ‘la meccanica delle emozio- 
ni’ (the mechanics of emotion), a 
phrase which will be used to 
publicise the car globally.

The Fiat 500X joins the 
crossover fray, offering a neat 
and stylish extension of the 500 
franchise. With a choice of front 
or all-wheel drive, some mod¬ 
ern diesel and petrol engines 
and some aggressive pricing, 
this one’s going to be extremely 
popular. 

The front-wheel drive models 
will doubtless prove more 
popular with British buyers who 
are about as likely to take the 
500X off-roading as they are to 
send it round the Nurburgring. 
You’ll need to pay attention to 
the badging. A 500X Cross Plus 
has all-wheel drive but a 500X 
Cross merely looks as if it does. 
This being Fiat, we get a range 
of excellent engines right from 
the get-go. The petrol engines 
comprise a 109bhp 1.6-litre 
E-torQ and the more sophis¬ 
ticated I 38bhp 1.4-litre Turbo 
MultiAir2 unit. Go diesel and 
you’re looking at the smooth 

I I8bhp 1.6-litre Multijet II for 
front-wheel drive applications 
and the 138bhp 2.0-litre Multijet 

II if you want four-wheel drive, 
the latter being mated to a 
nine(!)-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission. The manual ‘boxes get 
six speeds, unless you’re looking 
at the entry-level 1.6-litre E- 


torQ transmission, which makes 
do with five ratios. Fiat has also 
developed 168bhp 1.4-litre and 
184bhp 2.4 petrol powerplants 
for this car, both with the auto 
and all-wheel drive. 

There will always be resist¬ 
ance to any manufacturer that 
extends the scope of a retro re¬ 
issue beyond that of the original 
car. People lambasted MINI for 
doing just this with cars like the 
Countryman and Paceman, but if 
the job is done well, the buying 
public eventually comes round. 
Fiat look to have learned some 
lessons from the launch of the 
500L - a car that should have 
probably worn ‘600’ badges - 
and applied them to the 500X. 

It looks the part and continues a 
long tradition of small all-wheel 
drive Fiats, so it’s not just a 
bit of a wheeze dreamed up 
by some kid in the marketing 
department with the ink still wet 
on his MBA certificate. 

The styling is neat and assured, 
it fills a genuinely useful gap in 
the range, succeeding the Sedici, 
and the engineering that under¬ 
pins it is all reassuringly right and 
exact. Fiat has priced it aggres¬ 
sively, equipped it generously 
and it’s got enough room inside 
to fulfil that crossover remit.

THE Hatters have been busy early 
on in the transfer window, mak¬ 
ing three new signings in the last 
week. 

Playmaker Paddy McCourt and 
last season’s Colchester United 
captain Magnus Okuonghae 
signed on Thursday. 

Twenty-five-year-old striker Josh 
McQuoid penned a three-year 
contract with the Hatters on 
Monday following his release 
from Bournemouth, who are busy 
building a squad that can cope in 
the English elite for the first time 
in their history after they clinched 
the Championship title on the 
final day of last term. 

“It’s what happens in football, so 
I don’t have any regrets or what 
ifs,” McQuoid said, adding: “I’m 


just looking forward to getting 
into the season and hopefully 
doing well. 

“With Bournemouth, I’m happy 
for all my [old] team-mates. I’ve 
got some good friends there and 
[manager] Eddie Howe was a good 
for me over the years. I was with 
him when he started and went to 
Burnley with him and back there 
[Bournemouth] when he went 
back. 

“The first season back there was 
good and we got promoted [to 
League One], but I got another 
injury and never really got back in 
because they were pushing up so 
much. 

“I went out on loan and it has 
been a bit back and forth, so it 
would be good to just settle in at a 
club, have a full season where I 
play lots of games and hopefully 
score a few goals; that would be 
nice.” 

McQuoid is likely to get his wish 


after Luton sold last term’s top 
scorer Mark Cullen to Blackpool 
on Tuesday night for £180,000, six 
months after the forward looked 
poised to leave Town.
